1. Claim 1 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the 
encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 7-14, directed to a non elected species are 
no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to t^iis species depend from or 
otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the linked 
species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The main reason for 
the allowance of claim 1 is that the prior art fails to disclose power steering device including a 
restriction device that sets a restricted relative rotational angle to be created by an actuator in one 
lateral direction equal to or smaller than a difference between a permissible rotational angle to be 
defined by an electric connection mechanism in the other lateral direction and a maximum 
possible rotational angle of an output portion in the other lateral direction, and controls a relative

rotational angle to be created by the actuator in said one lateral direction to an angle equal to or 
smaller than the restricted relative rotational angle. The main reason for the allowance of claim 
19 is that the prior art fails to disclose a method including setting a restricted relative rotational 
angle to be created by the actuator in one lateral direction equal to or smaller than a difference 
between a permissible rotational angle to be defined by the electric connection mechanism in the 
other lateral direction and a maximum possible rotational angle of the output portion in the other 
lateral direction; and controlling a relative rotational angle to be created by the actuator in said 
one lateral direction to an angle equal to or smaller than the restricted relative rotational angle.
